Local Highway 
Is Listed in 
Post-War Jobs 


Three Riverside county high­ 
ways are on the list of 154 post­ 
war highway projects recently 
issued by the Department of Pub­ 
lic Works, Division of Highways. 
One 
is 
Highway 
111 
from 
Whitewater point to one-half mile 
north of Palm Springs including 
the approaches to three bridges. 
This is listed for advertising sub­ 
sequent to July 1, 1946. 
The other is Highway 70 from 
three miles west of Riverside to 
Ontario. 
Another project of special in­ 
terest to this area, although not 
in this county, is State street in 
Redlands to the east city limits, 
a distance of 2.8 miles, listed for 
advertising before July 1, 1946. 
On September 24, 1945, the 
California Highway Commission 
allocated approximately $48,000,­ 
000 for engineering, construction 
and rights of way to designated 
highway projects on which bids 
were to be called for prior to July 
1, 1946. By November 30, projects 
aggregating $14,000,000 had been 
authorized for bids. 
The Division of Highways has 
estimated that it will require 
$695,000,000 over a 10-year period 
to correct critical deficiencies in 
the State Highway System and to 
build the nucleus of a needed 
freeway system in metropolitan 
districts, according to Harrison R. 
Baker, state highway commis­ 
sioner. Anticipated revenues for 
this 10-year period are only about 
$240,000,000, wherefore some ad­ 
ditional highway financing must 
be provided to defray the cost of 
this necessary highway construc­ 
tion, Mr. Baker stated. 
The Division of Highways esti­ 
mated freeways needed to solve 
metropolitan traffic problems will 
require an expenditure of $285,­ 
000,000.

Two Die In 
Burning Truck 
At Whitewater 


Two mem were burned to death 
in a spectacular crash of a freight 
truck and trailer on Highway 99 
one mile east of Whitewater at 
4 o’clock Sunday afternoon. So 
badly were the two men burned 
that it was not until Tuesday that 
their identity was established for 
certain. 
One victim of the wreck was 
the truck driver, Alfred Duran, 
46, of Los Angeles, and the other 
Theodore Rose, 46, of La Cre­ 
centa, a friend, who was making 
the trip with Mr. Duran. 
The truck, which was proceed­ 
ing down hill, apparently went 
out of control, turned over, slid 
on its top for 200 feet and burst 
into flames. While out of control, 
the heavy truck struck an auto­ 
mobile 
driven 
by 
Sgt. 
Carl 
Criner, who, with his wife, was 
en route to Riverside on a fur- 
luogh. Sgt. Criner suffered a knee 
injury. His wife was not hurt. 
The cargo of canned goods and 
other merchandise in the trailer 
and truck was consigned to the 
B-Bar-H Ranch, only a short dis­ 
tance from where the accident oc­ 
curred. The trailer did not catch 
fire but the cab was showered 
with gasoline and the men inside 
burned beyond recognition. 
Sgt. Criner tried to extricate 
one of the men. The other was 
believed to have been instantly 
killed. 
“Say good bye to . . . ,” Criner 
heard him shout above the roar. 
The man tried again and again 
to make the nam e understood, 
and as the flames closed in on 
him yelled: 
“Say good bye to everyone.” 
Fire equipment was summoned 
from Beaumont and Banning, but 
the highway freighters and their 
contents 
were destroyed a n d 
there was difficulty in extricat 
ing 
the 
bodies. 
Traffic 
was 
snarled for an hour. 
Lynn Souder of Los Angeles, 
owner of the trucking units, was 
summoned to assist in identifica­ 
tion of the victims. The bodies 
were brought to Weifels and Son 
Mortuary. 
An inquest, conducted at the 
mortuary at 3 o’clock Tuesday 
afternoon by Coroner Bon White, 
resulted in a verdict of accidental 
death. 
Harold Simpson of the Califor­ 
nia Highway patrol described the 
road where the accident occurred 
as a grade with a series of curves. 
He said a burned rubber edge 
on the road indicated that the 
truck’s brakes had been applied 
516 feet from the spot where it 
stopped. 
Ernest S. Rose of Los Angeles, 
a brother of the victim, testified 
as to the latter’s position with a 
Los Angeles wholesale grocery 
concern. 
Identification of Duran as the 
driver was confirmed in the state­ 
ment by Harold Moore, assistant 
mortician, who aided in removal 
of the bodies, that the body of 
Duran, charred beyond recogni­ 
tion, was under the wheel. 
Sgt. Carl C. Criner and Kermit 
B. Lillick of Colton, motorist 
passing at the time of the acci­ 
dent, testified as to what hap­ 
pened at the scene. Sgt. Criner's 
wife also was a witness.

All but one of 12 applications 
on which the commission held 
second hearings at the Tuesday 
session should be held over and 
referred to the city planning ex­ 
pert or experts who will be em­ 
ployed to make the study, Mr.

“Home owners of Palm Springs 
whom we feel are the real foun­ 
dation of Palm Springs, are 
keenly interested in the zoning 
laws, for they feel that only 
through enforcement of this reg­ 
ulation can the growth of Palm 
Springs be guided into orderly 
channels,” Mr. Cutler told the 
commissioners.

INTEREST GROWING 
And the presence of all these 
engineers in the Village to study 
the various problems preliminary 
to actual construction of the Mt. 
San Jacinto Tramway, which will 
surpass in magnitude anything of 
its kind constructed in the world, 
caused Earl Coffman, president of 
the Tramway Authority to ex­ 
press gratification over the in­ 
creasing interest that is becoming 
evident. 
"Things are beginning to jell,"

Mr. Kilcarr came to Palm 
Springs at the invitation of Ed­ 
ward R. Bacon, winter resident 
here. The latter is the western 
representative of the Interstate 
Equipment Corporation. Follow­ 
ing the departure of Kilcarr for 
the east, Bacon issued the follow­ 
ing statement: 
IS GREATEST 
"During the meeting of the Mt. 
San Jacinto W inter Park Au­ 
thority in Palm Springs on Sun­ 
day, January 20, considerable 
time was consumed in discussions 
regarding the tramway project 
with Gilbert W. Kilcarr, vice­ 
president and chief engineer of 
the Interstate Equipment Corpor­ 
ation, designers and constructors 
of aerial tramways. 
"The San Jacinto project as a 
passenger carrying tramway sur­ 
passes in magnitude any passen­ 
ger tramway heretofore con­ 
structed in the world. The Inter­ 
state Equipment Corporation will 
propose to develop, engineer and 
possibly construct the San Jacinto 
tramway.” 
Mr. Bacon pointed out that In­ 
terstate has designed and con­ 
structed hundreds of aerial tram ­ 
ways in the world and has on its 
staff some of the world's most fa­ 
mous engineers. 
EXPERIENCED FIRM 
“Among them ,” Bacon said, 
"is Dr. D. B. Steinman of world 
renown and others who have 
been prominent in the design and 
construction of European passen­ 
ger tramways. 
This company installed the 
Blue Diamond Materials Co., 
tramway at Arden, Nevada; nine 
miles of tramways in the Philip­ 
pines, and has the contract for 
the construction of the tramway 
which w ill lead to the frequency- 
modulation radio station on Mt. 
San Gorgonio. 
C. E. Bannerman, who is due 
to arrive in Palm Springs some 
time Sunday, was the engineer in 
the construction of the Franconia 
Notch passenger tramway in New 
Hampshire. It is understood that 
his company will be active in the 
bidding for the contract for the 
construction of Palm Springs’ 
tramway. 
FUNDS SOUGHT 
A petition asking for funds to 
pay for preliminary routine en­ 
gineering reports and salaries for 
administrative employes was filed 
last month with the Reconstruc­ 
tion Finance Corporation. How­ 
ever, money which had been al­ 
lotted this government agency for 
post-war construction had been 
expended by the time the Tram- 


Springs realize that a substantial 
growth is coming here and feel 
that it will be healthy for our 
Village, but they are absolutely 
opposed to an Atlantic City or 
Coney Island development. They 
have full confidence in the Plan­ 
ning Commission and wish to 
back up your body to the limit 
in these times when you are be­ 
ing besieged for these changes in 
zoning classifications. 
“We understand that the Plan­ 
ning Commission has recom­ 
mended to the city council that 
an expert be employed to pre­ 
pare a master zoning plan for 
Palm Springs. We are heartily in 
favor of that; such a study should 
provide the basis for an orderly 
growth of Palm Springs, Surely 
it is time that we stopped, look­ 
ed and listened if we are to be 
sure that the development here 
is guided in the right direction. 
We can be confident that an 
overall pattern could be produc­ 
ed from such a survey. 
ASKS FOR STUDY 
"In view of this forthcoming 
survey, this deluge of zoning re­ 
quests now descending upon the 
Planning Commission surely is 
not timely. Owners of these 
properties purchased them with 
their present zoning regulations 
already on the lands; surely a 
few months’ delay in their re­ 
quests for changes is not unfair 
to them. And it mosL'tertainly is 
fair to the city of Palm Springs 
which must live with their de­ 
velopments from here out. 
"We, therefore, ask that these 
pending applications and all oth­ 
ers presented in the interim, be 
laid on the table and action de­ 
ferred pending the findings of 
the zoning expert. That seems 
only a small thing to ask when 
the whole future planning and 
development of Palm Springs is 
at stake.” 
The Home Owners League has 
announced that it will check into 
all zoning requests and make its 
recommendations to the Planning 
Commission at each of its hear­ 
ings.

A Letter to the President 
of the United States 


January 18, 1946. 
Hon. Harry S. lruman, 
President of the United States, 
The W hite House, 
Washington, D. C. 


Dear Mr. President: 
Your proposal to me in Washington last 
evening that the wage demand of the Unit­ 
ed Steelworkers of America-CIO be settled 
on the basis of a wage increase of I 8 /2 
cents an hour, retroactive to January I , 
1946, cannot, I regret to say, be accepted 
by the United States Steel Corporation for 
the reasons set forth below. 
_ 
As you must be aware, your proposal is 
almost equivalent to granting in full the 
Union's revised demand of a wage increase 
of I9 I/2 cents an hour, which was advanced 
by Philip Murray, the President of the Union, 
at our collective bargaining conference with 
the Union in New York a week ago today. 
In our opinion, there is no just basis from 
any point of view for a waqe increase to our 
steel workers of the large size you have pro­ 
posed, which, if put into effect, is certain to 
result in great financial harm not only to 
this Corporation, but also to users of steel 
in general. 
As I have tried to make clear to you and 
other Government officials during our con­ 
ferences in Washington over the past few 
days, there is a lim it in the extent to which 
the Union wage demands can be met by us. 
W e reached the lim it when we raised our 
offer to the Union last Friday from a wage 
increase of 12 /2 cents an hour to one of 15 
cents an hour. This would constitute the 
highest single wage increase ever made by 
our steel-making subsidiaries. O ur offer of 
15 cents was equivalent to meeting 60% of 
the Union's original excessive demand of a 
$2 a day general wage increase. Our offer 
met 75% of the Union's final proposal of a 
wage increase of 19/2 cents an hour. A 
wage increase of 15 cents an hour, such as 
we offered, would Increase the direct labor 
costs of our manufacturing subsidiaries by 
approximately $60,000,000 a year. That is 
a most substantial sum, and does not take 
Into account the higher costs we shall have 
to pay for purchased goods and services, 
when large wage increases generally be­ 
come effective throughout American indus­ 
try, as is inevitable after a substantial in­ 
crease in steel wages. 


As you know, collective bargaining nego­ 
tiations with the Union broke down at the 
W hite House yesterday afternoon, because 
Mr. Murray then refused to budge from his 
position that a country - wide steel strike 
must take place, unless steel workers are 
granted a general wage increase of 19 /2 
cents an hour. Our offer of a wage increase 
of 15 cents an hour was again rejected by 
the Union. 
The Union threatened to go ahead with 
its program for a national steel strike at 
midnight next Sunday, although such a 
strike will be a clear violation of the no­ 
strike provision contained in our labor con­ 
tracts with the Union, which continue by 
their terms until O ctober 15, 1946. 
From the outset, we have recognized how 
injurious a steel strike will be to reconver­ 
sion and to the economy of this whole coun­ 
try. Most industries are dependent upon a 
supply of steel for their continued opera­ 
tions. W e have done everything reasonably 
within our power to avert such a strike. If 
a strike occurs, the responsibility rests with 
the Union. 
When the Government at the eleventh 
hour informed us about a week ago of its 
willingness to sanction an increase in steel 
ceiling prices, we at once resumed collec­ 
tive bargaining negotiations with the Union. 
Such price action by the Government was a 
recognition by it of the right of the steel in­ 
dustry to receive price relief because of 
past heavy increases in costs, something 
which the steel industry for many months 
has unsuccessfully sought to establish with 
OPA. 
I should like again to point out some per­ 
tinent facts relative to the wages of our 
steel workers. 
Since January, 19 4 1, the average straight 
time hourly pay, without overtime, of our 
steel workers has Increased more than the 
33% increase in the cost of living during 
that period, recently computed by Govern­ 
ment authorities. Steel workers' wages have 
kept pace with increased living costs. Such 
average straight-time pay in our steel-pro­ 
ducing subsidiaries was $1.14 an hour in 
each of the months o f September, October, 
and November 1945, excluding any over­ 
time premium and any amount for correc­ 
tion o f possible wage inequities. An in­ 
crease of 15 cents, in accordance with our 
offer, would raise such average straight- 


time pay to $ 1.29 an hour, placing such pay 
among the the highest today in all of Amer­ 
ican industry. 
Under our offer of a 15-cent increase, 
the average weekly take-home pay of our 
steel workers for a forty-hour week would 
amount to $51.60, assuming that no over­ 
time is involved. This figure is only $4.54 
less than the actual average weekly earnings 
of these employees, including overtime, in 
the last full war year of 1944, when the av­ 
erage work week was 46.1 hours. The differ­ 
ence is really less, because we will undoubt­ 
edly continue to have overtime in the fu­ 
ture, just as we have at the present time. In 
November, 1945, overtime premiums to our 
steel workers aggregated more than $ 1,­ 
300,000. Such reduction of $4.54 in weekly 
take-home pay is the natural consequence 
of a shorter work week of fo rty hours, and 
therefore one of lower production. 
Much as we desire to avoid a steel strike, 
we cannot overlook the effect both on this 
Corporation and on our customers and 
American business in general, of the 18/2 
cents an hour wage increase, which you 
have proposed. Such a wage increase must 
result in higher prices for steel than have 
previously been proposed to us by the Gov­ 
ernment. Great financial harm would soon 
follow for all users of steel who would be 
obliged to pay higher prices for their steel, 
higher wages to their employees, and still 
have the prices for their own products sub­ 
ject to OPA control. Such a high and un­ 
justified wage scale might well spell finan­ 
cial disaster for many of the smaller steel 
companies and for a large number o f steel 
fabricators and processors. 
The nation 
needs the output o f these companies. In­ 
creased wages and increased prices which 
force companies out of business can only 
result in irreparable damage to the Ameri­ 
can people. 
In our judgment, it is distinctly in the 
public interest to take into account the in­ 
jurious effect upon American industry of an 
unjustified wage increase in the steel indus-

Village Offered 
Opportunity To 
Get Rare Paintings 


John R. Lechner, executive di­ 
rector of the A mericanism Edu­ 
cational League, in a letter to 
Earl Coffm an this week, offered 
Palm Springs an opportunity to 
acquire a rare set of valuable 
paintings of historic interest. 


The L etter follows: 


"An im portant m atter came to 
my attention which I feel I ought 
to let you know about as soon as 
possible. 
“You are aw are of the lack of 
authentic OLD paintings of the 
Missions in California. Erosion 
and earthquakes have destroyed 
m any of th e historic features of 
these missions, and each year, 
reproductions of decades ago be­ 
come m ore valuable. 


“The executor of the estate of 
the D eakin fam ily called m e sev­ 
eral days ago regarding the ex ­ 
istence of the original oil p ain t­ 
ings of all 21 California missions, 
painted 
by 
Edwin D eakin be­ 
tween the years 1870-1899. They 
have been in the vaults of the 
Los A ngeles Museum for nearly 
40 years, and they have never 
been on public display. The cur­ 
ator says they are the most ex ­ 
quisite paintings he has ever seen. 
“I im m ediately w ent to the H is­ 
torical Society of California, and 
the officers were thrilled w ith 
the possibility of having 
these 
beautiful paintings available for 
public edification, and offered to 
sponser a statew ide celebration 
w hen they are presented to the 
public. 
“I have th e photographs of the 
original 
paintings, 
them selves 
taken in 1899, and they are beau­ 
tiful. The estate is desirable of 
having these paintings used to 
the best advantage for the public, 
and I induced the executor to let 
me show th e pictures to several 
people. 
“The thought occurred to me 
that here w ould be a w onderful 
contribution to the spirit and art 
of Palm Springs, if some person 
would purchase them for your 
com m unity. They would be the 
most talked of and popular tre a ­ 
sures of the past in this state, I 
am sure. T he paintings are be­ 
yond description, and absolutely 
authentic. The 1905 issue of Brush 
and Pencil had a long story about 
the artist and the paintings, just 
before they w ere placed in the 
vault for safe-keeping

B efore a packed audience 
the Fiesta House of the D esert 
Inn last Saturday evening, Dr. 
A. L. M elander of New York and 
Connecticut, showed the most un ­ 
usual Kodachrome movies ever 
taken of those curious insects, the 
solitary wasps. The title of the 
talk, w hich w as one in a series 
sponsored by the Desert Museum, 
was "W asps: Instinct or Reason?" 
P erh ap s the most unusual pic­ 
tures of all that Dr. M elander 
show ed were those of a tiny wasp 
which could “dance on the head 
of a pin ” and have plenty of 
room 
to spare. This particular 
wasp, hardly discernable with the 
naked eye, parasites the destruc­ 
tive 
scale-insects which attack 
fruit trees, and M elander’s movies 
actually show ed this tiny crea­ 
ture laying an egg in a scale- 
insect! 
In one sequence, w here a wasp 
was busy digging 
a 
tunnel in 
w hich to later store a paralyzed 
caterp illar as food for its young, 
Dr. M elander poked a sm all peb­ 
ble in to the opening. For several 
m inutes the w asp labored to get 
the rock out, tugging and push­ 
ing w ith great effort. At last, 
com pletely discouraged, she de­ 
cided to abandon the site and to 
select a new one. But before she 
left th e place, her instinctive re­ 
actions made her fill up the hole 
as if th e pebble had been a cater­ 
pillar and to even carefully dis­ 
guise the place! In another scene, 
the film s showed a wasp using a 
pebble as a tool, holding it in her 
jaws and employing it in push­ 
ing an d smoothing the surface of 
the ground over a buried cicada.

Be Smart . . . Relax at the Movies 


Of special interest is the fact 
that one of the live D esert Snails 
in the Desert M useum ’s little zoo 
of live creatures last week sud­ 
denly 
decided 
to 
become 
a 
mother, and prom ptly laid some 
eighteen eggs w ithin two hours! 
Snail eggs are about the size of 
a BB shot, but transparent w hite 
in color. They are laid in the 
w ater of the terrariu m jar, and 
w ithin a few days should hatch 
into tiny creatures, m iniatures of 
the parent, which w ill im m edi­ 
ately secrete a typical shell less 
than a fourth of an inch across! 
The D esert Snail 
is 
scarcely 
seen since it is abroad only after 
dark and after show ers. It feeds 
upon vegetation and does little 
damage in the w ild. 
A nother interesting fact was 
discovered last w eek at the sug­ 
gestion of a visitor th a t our live 
scorpion would phosphoresce un­ 
der the ultra-violet lam p, and 
sure enough, w hen it was ex­ 
posed to that purplish light, the 
scorpion showed up a brilliant 
lemon yellow color. 
Eddie O'Neill of Smoke Tree 
Ranch brought in a second prey­ 
ing m antis. Besides the snails, 
scorpion, and m antis, the D esert 
Museum is currently showing the 
sidew inder rattlesnake, the sidc- 
blotch lizard, the centipede, the 
black widow spider, 
the 
wolf 
spider, and the tarantula. 


With radar guiding the atom 
bomb

EARTHQUAKES AND FAULTS 
Many misconceptions occur in 
the mind of the layman in regard 
to faults, fault-lines, and earth­ 
quakes. Most of these wrong 
ideas can easily be corrected. The 
complete story of San Jacinto, 
and of the Colorado Desert for 
that matter, cannot be fully 
comprehended 
until 
a 
basic 
knowledge of earth faulting is 
first understood. 
A fault is merely a fracture in 
the earth's surface, and a fault- 
line is the lateral extent of this 
crack. How deep into the inte­ 
rior these breaks extend of 
course varies 
with different 
faults; some undoubtedly reach 
depths of many miles. It should 
be emphasized that these frac­ 
tures, these fault-lines, are not 
necessarily gaping cracks, in fact, 
it is rare if they do persist as an 
open crevass. If they actually did 
open up at one time, they were 
very quickly filled with detritus 
and debris and sealed from view . 
Ordinarily, you could walk right 
over an earthquake fault and 
never know it. 
CAUSE OF FAULTING 
What causes these faults, you 
ask? They may form in several 
ways because of subterranean 
pressure and movement. To best 
illustrate one of the commonest 
methods by which a fault may be 
created, imagine a mountain 
mass beside a low, wide valley. 
The surface directly beneath the 
mountain has long ago adjusted 
itself to bear the prodigious 
weight of earth and rock resting 
ibove it; whereas, the low valley 
adjacent has no such load to bear 
;ind has long become used to sup­ 
porting only a relatively small 
weight. In other words, a state of 
equilibrium or balance has been 
reached between the crush of the 
earth and the overlying mountain 
and valley. 
Now we all know' that erosion 
by wind and rain is forever 
wearing down high points and 
filling up low ones. Imagine then, 
this same mountain mass being 
slowly washed down and its dirt 
being' steadily piled into the con­ 
tiguous valley. For years and 
years this erosion and deposition 
continues unceasingly, until fi­ 
nally the 
mountain has been 
completely leveled down and the 
valley filled up with silt. This 
means that the earth's crush be­ 
neath the once heavy mountain 
no longer has to hold up such a 
ponderous load, and that the rel­ 
atively weaker crust under the 
valley now finds it has to carry 
many, many times the original 
load. The balance that existed 
before has been rad', ally upset. 
Something has to 
jp 1; some 
compensation f . t j u g g l i n g of 
weight must ue ma .. 
if the 
crust were puablc, it could sag 
or stretch to take care of the 
stress, but being a hard mass of 
rock, this is impossible. 
So, the crust ruptures and 
breaks at the point of greatest 
stress. These cracks or fractures 
occur without warning, just 
when the pressure and stress has 
reached a point beyond which 
the rocks cannot maintain their 
former positions. Snap! a huge 
fracture runs through the mass, 
and minor cracks extend out at 
all angles, like a smashed piece 
of glass.

Naturally, with such great 
movements as these taking place 
on such a gigantic scale, certain 
vibrations are bound to be set­ 
up through the earth’s crust. 
Such vibrations are called earth­ 
quakes, and these vary in inten­ 
sity and 
duration with the 
amount of fault movement that 
caused them. 
These vibrations 
are also called tremors, tem­ 
blors, or shocks, as well as earth- SHOOTS THE JOINT 
quakes.

MOVEMENT 
Mere rupturing will not adjust 
all these differences, however. 
There must also be movements 
along the cracks. So, in our hy­ 
pothetical case, the crush beneath 
the valley sinks, and that beneath 
the former mountain is elevated 
until another point of equilibri­ 
um is reached. Sometimes such 
movements are not just up and 
down ones. Often they occur hor­ 
izontally as well, and one side of 
a fault may be pushed over the 
other. All this varied movement 
along these fractures in the crust 
tend to produce an irregular dis- 
continous jumbling of the earth 
strata wherever they occur. In 
fact, these jumbled areas are 
called by geologists “unconform­ 
ities,” since they do not conform 
to the regular pattern of the rock 
layers. These unconformities are 
the best indication of a fault zone, 
and the extent of a fault line can 
be determined by their presence 
or absence. Faults also show up 
much more clearly from the air, 
and they are often accurately 
mapped from a plane. The great 
slip along the San Andreas 
Fault which formed Cajon Pass 
stands out clearly from an alti­ 
tude of several thousand feet; on 
the ground, it is difficult to see. 
In some cases, as is believed to 
have occurred in the formation of 
the Colorado desert, two huge 
faults have appeared nearly par­ 
allel to one another. The area be­ 
tween these two faults has slow­ 
ly been depressed, while the land 
on cither side has been elevated 
into mountain ranges. This re­ 
sults in a low valley between 
mountains, called a “graben, 
from the German word for 


sity which produce disaster and 
ruin. Of the latter type, only i 
three have occurred in California 
within historic times: on January 
9, 1857 around Ventura and San­ 
ta Barbara: on March 26, 1872 in 
Owens Valley; and on April 18. 
1906 in the city of San Francisco. 
OTHER EFFECTS 
Besides damage to man-made 
property and the endangering of 
lives, what else does an earth­ 
quake do physically to the earth 
itself? Often there is noticeable 
horizontal slipping or displace­ 
ment, causing roadbeds or fences 
to be thrown out of alignment. 
Large fissures which persist aft­ 
er the quake rarely may result; 
such fissures may be seen in the 
High Sierras near the Devil Post 
Pile 
National 
Monument. 
In 
many areas, landslides or snow 
avalanches have been started by 
earth shocks. 
Where water is fairly near the 
surface, springs may suddenly 
appear after a severe quake, 
These springs may be of cold 
water (as is often the case in our 
canyons bordering the Colorado 
Desert) or of very hot boiling 
water (as here at the original 
Palm Springs, at Desert Hot 
Springs, and at the Mud Pots at 
the southern end of the Saltón 
Sea), all depending upon the 
temperature of the subterranean 
waters 
directly 
beneath 
the 
fault zone. Most of the scattered 
clumps of our Desert Palms grow 
along old 
earthquake 
faults 
where the water has oozed up to 
the surface, and the extent of 
some of the faults can be plainly 
plotted by the location of these 
“oasis.” 
In some quakes, seismic sea 
waves or tidal waves have been 
caused. These are called by the 
Japanese "tunami.” Devastating 
tunami’s have in the past wreak­ 
ed great havoc along the coasts 
of Japan, Chile and Portugal. 
SAN ANDREAS FAULT 
One of the longest fault-lines 
(or rifts, as they are cometimes 
called) in the entire world is lo­ 
cated right here in California, 
and its path approaches no farth­ 
er than six miles from Palm 
Springs! It is the famous San An­ 
dreas fault. Where it actually be­ 
gins in the north is not definitely 
known, since that portion of it is 
out in the Pacific ocean. It first 
appears on the continent in So­ 
noma county and then shoots 
eastward across Marin county, 
and just west of the Golden Gate 
(only eight miles from the center 
of San Francisco!) it penetrates 
into San Mateo county. 
From 
here on southward it continues 
down to the Tehachapi moun­ 
tains northwest of Los Angeles 
proper, skirting the south edge of 
the Mojave desert along the base 
of the San Gabriel mountains. It 
cuts through the Cajon Pass and 
comes down across San Bernar­ 
dino to Beaumont and Banning, 
where it formed the San Gor- 
gonio Pass. Just north of here it 
extends along the south edge of 
Joshpa Tree National Monument 
on the south, just east of the Sal­ 
tón Sea, through the Mud Pots 
at its southern end, and on into ) 
Mexico, where it is assumed to ' 
have made the trough now occu­ 
pied by the Gulf of California. 
This huge San Andreas fault 
played a major role in the for­ 
mation of San Jacinto, as we 
shall see next week. 
A fault along which vibrations 
are felt from time to time is 
called an “active” fault. 
Most ¡ 
faults, however, are inactive ones 
with movement taking place 
along their course but once. The

There is no such thing as 
earthquake “weather," nor can 
their occurrence be predicted, 
any more than a traffic accident 
can be foretold weeks in advance.
